Ntarshal Vn Way Out 
It was too early Thursday to attempt any 
measure of the effect of Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall’s plea to the United Nations general 
a.ksembly . I!ussia’s Vishinsky was y et to reply for 
^his own country and for those subject nations 
which Stalin has under his thumb. 
But surely 
Marshall spoke for more than the American people 
—his words ex pressed the hopes of many hundreds 
of millions living bey ond the borders of the United 
States, irked and dismay ed by Russian tactics of 
veto. 
The world has reached a new crisis. 
Its spokesmen have thrown aside their coats, 
•nd rolled up their sleeves. Time is ripe for shirt­ 
sleeve diplomacy . 
What Mr. Marshall proposed In practical effect 
was to end Russia's abuse of the veto in the 
security council of the United Nations. 
In un­ 
equivocal terms he 
demanded 
thst the United 
Nations assembly shall create its own security 
council as a substitute for the present ineffectual 
agency , which finds itself hamstrung by veto action 
by a single disturbing nation. 
General Marshall wasted no time in getting 
down to cases. 
If the proposal to circumvent the 
veto power was not sufficient to stand the as­ 
sembly on its head, then in getting down to cases, 
the American secretary of state insisted that the 
United Nations save Greece from communist ag­ 
gression. 
He urged the assembly to reach a 
finding, holding Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
guilty of hostile acts against Orsecc. 
In the nex t 
breath he advocated the appointment of a border 
commission to avert further trouble in the Balkans. 
This it the showdown which has been so long 
delay ed in the patient endeavor to recall the world 
to Its senses. 


f.ri F low er 
Gotham, sprawling over M anhattan, reaching 
out in its metropolitan area for miles, on the basis 
of size alone imparts to the office of may or a 
glamour ex ceeded by few public roles. 
New York City has had its full measure of 
glittering personalities directing its government. 
The man reported so critically ill, Fiorella La 
Guardia, is one of them, loved 
and hated by 
millions, a storm center since he rose to command­ 
ing position In American political life. 
His follow­ 
ing largely was a personal one, neither republican 
nor democrat, drawn to him by a faith in I*a 
Guardia’s honesty , attracted in large measure by 
his magnetic traits. 
He has been a salty figure. 
He had the capacity to be majesticslly gentle and 
superbly tough. 
Long forgotten now, as a y oung man the Little 
Flower served in the air branch in World War No. 
1, when air fighting* shorn of its present mechan­ 
ical perfection, invariably turned to a duel in* the 
sun. 
The late Dan Stephens of Fremont was one of 
a group of congressmen (he represented the third 
Nebraska district) who visited the American front 
lines in France in 19 18. 
Dan and his colleagues 
were in a dugout on the fringes of “no-m an’s-land” 
In that era of interminable trench-fighting. 
Dark­ 
ness had closed in and outside a cold rain was fall­ 
ing, adding to the deep mud, the deep gloom, and 
the deep misery of the fighting men. 
Dan noticed 
a man, ■ y oung fella, seated outside the circle in 
the shadows, walked over and sat down to talk to 
him. 
To hi* great surprise he found he knew the 
y oungster, I..a Guardia, who had served with him 
on the floor of the houss. 
•T go up tomorrow morning,” he told Mr. 
Stephens and lapsed into silence. 
There may have been times when in the ardor 
of his political faith 
Guardia has seemed un- 
rea.sonable and radical. Perhaps in the skies look­ 
ing down on earth it was his privilege In 19 18 as 
a comparative y oungster to glimpse some of his 
currents that have been in motion in the world for 
25 y ears. 
When this was written it appeared that a 
gentle, gallant soul was fighting its last brave fight.

"In general, interest in public 
education is higher than ever be­ 
fore," Dr. Gilbert S. Willey , as­ 
sociate superintendent of Lincoln 
public schools, told members of 
the women's division of the cham­ 
ber of commerce, at their dinner 
meeting Wednesday night 
One of the reasons for this in­ 
creased Interest, Dr. Willey said, 
is that returning GIs have seen 
the effects of education on many 
fronts and they want to have its 
uplifting 
effects 
in 
theii 
own 
communities. 
Another reason 
for 
this In­ 
creased Interest is that the public 
is being called upon to pay more 
for schools and people are in­ 
terested in Just how the money 
is spent and why they are hav­ 
ing to pay more. 
Education Center. 
"In Lincoln," said Dr. Willey , 
"there is great interest because 
Lincoln is an education center, 
with four institutions of learning, 
very active private and parochial 
schools, plus the public school 
sy stem."

With no Implication of sarcasm , I realize that I have taken 
entirely the w rong approach to one of my favorite cartoon subjects 
of the past two y ears. I have draw n picture after picture of Dis­ 
placed Persons camps and of refugees in Europe, in whose behalf 
a num ber of people in A m erica have been vainly try ing to open 
our im m igration quotas. I have been try ing, in my pictures, to b« 
abstract and m oral about the subject, and a lot of mail I hav® 
received in response to those cartoons has said quite strongly that 
wc have no business spending our valuable tim e and dollars try ing 
to im prove the lot of a bunch of bum foreigners who brought all 
this on them selves and who deserve no sy m pathy .
